AL. FIDLER IN TOWN, 


baseball diamond in Calgary, who has 


figured in many a hard fought game | 


when the cow puachers attempted to 
take their old rivals at Bdmonton into 
camp, is in the city a guest at the Im 
perial Hotel, Edmonton looks pretty 
goed to Al, and he will probably be 
here for some little time. 

Although his palmy days on the base- 
bal field are over Fidler still has a 
bunch of tricks up his sleeve that will 
make the youngsters on the diamond 
sit up and take notice, Last year when 
Calgary was organizing an amateur city 
baseball league he rounded up a bunch 
of old players and captured the cham 
pionship., He went behind the bat him- 
self and handled Crist’s hot ones with 
all his old-time skill. Two broken fing 
ers prevented his coming north with 
the team last vear or he might have 
turnéd the tables on the doughty cham- 
pions of the Twilight League. 

Al. says the Western Canada ball 
league looks good to him. He believes it 
will be a success from the start and that 
professional baseball will gain a firm 
hold in the West this vear. He thinks 
Calgary will be there with a good team. 
Charlie Crist is now down in the States 
at the various training camps where he 
is signing up a likely bunch. 

Fidler does not know Dinny MeGuire, 
the Edmonton manager. He sees no rea 
son, however, why he should not pick 
up a good bunch of players in Ontario. 
Al, comes from St. Thomas himself and 
he knows the class of players to be pick- 
ed up in the Western Ontario towns. A 
few old baseball heads with a number 
of promising youngsters should make a 
good fast team for the Western Canada 
League. 


CALGARY FANS» AWAY ‘OUT. 

Some of the Calgary baseball fans are 
deluding themselves during the present 
spring weather by imagining that Calgary 
will put it all over Edmonton in profes- 
sional! baseball this summer. The idea 
has gone abroad in the arid districts on 
the Bow River that because Dinny Me- 
Guire is signing a bunch of players in 
Ontario they will not be in it with the 
fast men that Charlie Crist can sign 
down in the States. It is plain that the 
Calgary fans spend so much time think- 
ing about the big irrigation ditch they 
are getting to reclaim the useless land 
around that village, they have no time 
to devote to baseball as it is played in 
Ontario. Anyone who has followed the 
game at all knows that Canada has turn- 
ed out some players that are well able 
to hold their ows wi anything the 
Republic across the line can produce, Al. 
Fidler knows the kind of ball players 
they grow in Ontario and he says they 
look good to him. At any rate they will 
at least be able to hold their own with 
a bunch of misfits and cast-offs, the 
scum of the Pacific Coast training 
camps. 

This 1s the way the Calgary Albertan 
looks at the proposition: “There is one 
thing about this baseball season which 
Calgary fans will appreciate, and that is 
that we shall be able to beat Edmonton 
at least. Edmonton, with Dinny Me- 
Guire as pilot, is picking up a bunch 
of Ontario player down around Toronto. 
That settles it. It may be nice to have 
an all-Ontario aggregation, but Calgary 
fans would prefer a team which stands 
a littl higher than eighth place in the 
league.” 

This is only a reflection of the attitude 
of 75 per cent. of the Calgary people. 
They are so busy trying to beat Edmon 
ton that they forget to help one another, 
and this ultimately contributes to their 
own defeat. A few men with a little 
less jealousy and a little more enterprise 
would do far more for Calgary both in 
business and sporting circles than a 
hundred anti-Edmonton croakers. 

And when you come to think of it Hd 
monton is certainly putting it over the 
southern town, Edmonton has defeated 
Calgary in hockey, Rigby football, base- 
ball, basketball, and half a dozen other 
sports and this year will likely corrall 
the few trophies still remaining in the 
Cow Town. It is the same thing in busi- 
nessand the best thing the Calgary pub- 
lic and press can do is to leave Edimon 
ton alone for awhile and settle down to 
work, But then, the street railway, you 
know, is a sore touch for Calgary 

The manager of the Calgary bal) team 
is making another big mistake. A des- 
patch from Spokane recently reports 
Crist as saying with reference to the 
Western Canada League “The salary 
limit is $1,800, but it is quite unlikely 
that any but the smaller towns will I've 
up to it.” 

Crist is away off there and Calgary 
may find it out to her sorrow before 
the season is over. The Edmonton club 
certainly intends to line-up to the sal 
ary limit fixed by the league. Two or 
three would-be managers and a number 
of local players have been turned down 
because they wanted too much money. 
The Edmonton elub will not pay over 
$1,300 per month in salaries and it is 
believed that Dinny McGuire is the man 
who can land players within the salary 
limit that will make Calgary's high- 
priced stars go some, Calgary has had 
one bitter year’s experience of what a 
big salaried losing team does, in 1907,
